MP: We have to teach 
kids to spell properly 



Workers hold a day of strike action

AN MP is investigating claims sec¬ 
ondary school teachers have been 
told not to correct more than three 
spelling mistakes in pupils’ work in 
case it ‘damages their confidence’. 

South West Bedfordshire MP 
Andrew Selous was contacted by a 
parent in his constituency who was 
‘shocked’ when her children’s work 
was not being corrected properly. 

Mr Selous (pictured) would not con¬ 
firm which school it was, only stating 
it was maintained by Central 
Bedfordshire Council and was not an 
academy, and saying the problem 
‘probably affected many schools 
across Bedfordshire and the rest of 
the country’. 

He said the council was aware of his 
views on the issue. 

The parent told him that the 
school’s policy said: ‘Teaching staff 
are to highlight no more than three 
incorrect spellings in any piece of 
work. This is in order that a child’s 
self-esteem is not damaged.’ 

Mr Selous has raised the issue in 
Parliament where Commons Leader 
Sir George Young replied: “It does 
sound to me like political correctness 
taken to excess and I am sure it is in 
the child’s interests for any spelling 
mistake to be put right at an early 
stage at school, rather than to count 
against them at a later stage.” 

Mr Selous told Luton on Sunday: 
“To me it is something that really 
matters. 

“There are quite a large number of 
jobs where you have to have a certain 
level of spelling. Yes, we have spell¬ 



checkers but it doesn’t always pick 
up. 

“The issue arose around a spelling 
test for her daughter who is in Year 7. 
When I read her email I was immedi¬ 
ately concerned. 

“My concern is that we are disad¬ 
vantaging these children by not 
teaching them to spell properly. They 
will face massive difficulties. 

“I clearly see that it is really discour¬ 
aging to cover a whole paper in red 
pen but if that is the case then the 
teachers need to work alongside 
those students to make sure they are 
improving.” 

Central Beds Cllr Mark Versallion 
said: “It is up to individual schools to 
set their own marking policies. 

“However, the council does chal¬ 
lenge schools, if they are under-per¬ 
forming. 

“We have recently supported a 
focus on pupils' literacy and numera¬ 
cy at key stage two and helped 
schools ensure that pupils make the 
necessary levels of progress across 
years 5 and 6.”

The academy, 
which has pupils 
aged between 11- 
18, used to be 
Halyard High 
School until it 
became part of the 
Barnfield 

Federation in 2007. 

The offences of 
‘abuse of a position 
of trust’ prohibits 
sexual contact 
between adults 
and children under 
18 in schools, 
colleges and 
residential care to 
protect vulnerable 
16 and 17-year- 
olds. 

A spokesman 
from Bedfordshire 
Police said: “We are 
investigating a 
complaint. A 
person has been 
arrested and bailed 
pending further 
police enquiries.” 

We asked 
Barnfield West 
Academy about the 
arrest but it 
refused to 
comment.

Pay could be cut 
for low attendance

THE council’s portfolio 
holder for finance is to put 
forward a plan to reduce 
councillors’ pay if they do 
not show up to enough 
meetings - and it’s all down 
to Luton on Sunday. 

Cllr Robin Harris (pictured) 
devised the idea after this 
paper’s investigation into 
attendance rates showed that 
many councillors were failing 
to attend council gatherings. 

After the story’s publica¬ 
tion Luton Borough Council 
vowed to change the way it 
records attendance figures 
after we highlighted failings 
in the system. 

At the time eight members 
had attended fewer than 75 
per cent of meetings. 

Now Labour Cllr Harris will 
take a plan to full council, on 
July 17, which will look at 
taking back or reducing pay 
if they do not go to enough 
meetings. 

He added that his personal 


view was that the rate where 
potential reduction in pay 
came in was when atten¬ 
dance fell below 80 per cent. 

He said: “The public have a 
right to expect councillors to 
do the job and I think it’s 
obvious people have 
become more cynical about 
their politicians. 

“We don’t just want people 
to turn up to a meeting for 
money, the job is more than 
that. 

“However, there is no get¬ 
ting away from the fact that 
attending meetings is an 
important part of the process; 
so I think it s a matter of get¬ 


ting the balance right. At the 
end of the day, everybody 
has particular issues from 
time to time and those who 
turn up to 100 per cent of 
meetings deserve a pat on 
the back. 

“I’m told there are other 
councils that do something 
similar and I think LoS’ 
recent story has brought 
things to a head. We need to 
do something. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The council is currently 
looking at a range of meas¬ 
ures to enable and encour¬ 
age maximum councillor 
attendance at committee 
meetings, which are an 
important part of the demo¬ 
cratic process. 

“The current plan is to pre¬ 
pare a report for the next 
ordinary full council meet¬ 
ing on July 17.”

Crime linked to bars 

A VIOLENT attack linked to one Dunstable bar took 
place almost every two weeks. 

According to figures obtained by Luton on Sunday 
incidents of violence against the person were reported 
23 times as being at Bar Chameleon [pictured above] 
last year - the highest amount of any of the town’s 
licensed premises. 

The most recent high-profile incident was when a 
transsexual was bottled on its dancefloor. 

Last December, manager Matthew Goode told us he 
would be introducing a minimum drinks policy of £1.50 
in a bid to help reduce crime. This, however, will not be 
introduced as not all pubs in the town agreed to it. 
Currently drinks can be bought on certain nights on 
either a ‘3-for-l’ offer, or for £1.50 before midnight. 

Owner Steve Miller said: “We sit in between 
everything else; food places, the taxi rank. It’s a meeting 
place so an incident outside comes down to the 
nearest place which is Bar Chameleon. 

“People could have been drinking anywhere else in 
the town where there are similar offers on and 
congregate here and something has happened. 

“I have noticed that after the past two or three 
months there have been fewer incidents because 
there’s been a higher police presence, which makes a 
lot of difference. Another thing we are looking to get 
going is banned from one; banned from all so if you are 
banned from one bar you can t go to any in town.” 

Nearby bar Cookies & Cream has had 12 reported 
incidents while other licensed premises in the town 
have fewer than six, with numerous having no reports 
of such an incident. 

Central Bedfordshire Cllr Brian Spurr said: “The 
Dunstable Licensees Association will shortly be 
banning two persons from all licensed premises in the 
scheme because of violent behaviour and drug taking.” 

A Bedfordshire Police spokesman said: “We are in 
regular contact with licensees and the licensing 
authority to establish what more can be done to 
ensure that people can safely enjoy a night out in 
Dunstable without the fear of violence.” 
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Carer was ‘afraid’ of 
her killer, court told

THE husband of a care work¬ 
er stabbed to death by a resi¬ 
dent at the home where she 
worked said she had been 
‘frightened’ of her killer. 

Thomas Bainbridge said 
Stephen Flatt had made a 
threat to staff at Abacus House 
in Princes Street, Dunstable, 
that one of them would ‘get 
their comeuppance’. 

His wife Kathleen, known as 
Kathy, had lost weight and 
was worried because Flatt was 
very aggressive, Luton Crown 
Court heard. 

Days after telling her hus¬ 
band of the threat, Flatt 
stabbed Mrs Bainbridge, 58, 
to death and attacked another 
member of staff, Barbara Hill. 

The prosecution allege 
Stephen Flatt, from St Albans, 
who had bipolar disorder, 
should never had been sent to 
the care home where staff 
were more used to dealing 
with people who had been 
involved in road accidents, 
had suffered a stroke or had 
problems due to alcohol or 
drug use. 

But he was placed there by 
the Hertfordshire Partnership 
NHS Foundation Trust on July 
18, 2007, even though it was

alleged he could be aggressive 
and violent, had carried 
offensive weapons and had 
exhibited sexually inappro¬ 
priate behaviour to women. 

Rex Tedd QC, for the Crown 
Prosecution Service, said the 
home was ‘completely unsuit¬ 
able’ for Flatt. He alleged that 
it failed to carry out a proper 
risk assessment. 

The Trust pleads not guilty 
to contravening a health and 
safety regulation by failing a 
suitable and sufficient assess¬ 
ment of the risk Flatt posed. It 
also denies failing to dis¬ 
charge a duty to ensure per¬ 
sons not in its employment

were exposed to risks to their 
health and safety. 

The home’s owner, 
Chelvanayagam Menna, 58, of 
Periwinkle Lane, Dunstable, 
pleads not guilty to three 
charges under the Health and 
Safety Act that he failed carry 
out a proper assessment as to 
the risks staff and other 
patients were exposed to by 
the arrival of Flatt. 

Giving evidence, Mr 
Bainbridge said he and Kathy 
had been married for 29 years 
and lived in Farley Hill, Luton. 
They had two daughters 
Jennifer and Danielle. 

He said she had worked in 


care homes for 22 years and 
worked at the highest grade 
with a Level 4 NVQ. She had 
worked for Luton Borough 
Council for J2 years, the 
Westways Care Home in 
Dunstable for seven years and 
Abacaus House for three 
years. 

Mr Bainbridge, a qualified 
electrician, said he had 
worked at Abacus House him¬ 
self as carer for J2 to J4 
months in the J980s or 90s. 

He said in July 2007 his wife’s 
moods had changed. 

He said he told his wife to 
have a meeting with the 
owner and ‘to get it sorted’. 

On the day she died, Friday 
August 24, 2007, he said he 
called her mobile at work to 
ask here where she wanted a 
light fitted in their home. 

He got no response and 
called the house direct. One of 
the residents answered in a 
frantic state saying: “You need 
to get here now.” 

He went on: “I assumed it 
was an electrical or plumbing 
problem. I was driving to 
Dunstable when the police 
called and said to get to Luton 
& Dunstable Hospital as 
‘quickly as you can’. I assumed 
Kathy had gone to the hospi¬ 
tal with a resident.” 

The case continues. 


Knife-wielding gang rob pub during the night 


FOUR robbers armed with knives and a 
machete forced their way into a village 
pub and demanded that money be 
handed over. 

A staff member at the Frog & Rhubarb 
pub in Church Road, Slip End, was beaten 
up by the gang and had cash and a 
mobile phone stolen at 4.40am on Friday. 

The landlord was then forced to open 
the safe and the till before the robbers 
took the his mobile phone and pulled out 
the landline phone before leaving. 

The staff member, who suffered a 
concussion as well as bruising during 


the attack, was taken to Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital for treatment to his 
injuries which are not believed to be 
serious at this time. 

Detective Constable Dave Brecknock 
said: “This attack has left the victims 
extremely shaken up and it is important 
that we identify the offenders as soon 
as possible to stop them from 
committing any further offences. 

“I’d like to hear from anyone who was 
in Slip End at the time of the incident or 
anyone else who may have information 
- however small or insignificant they 


think it is - that could help us. Don’t 
dismiss your information as 
unimportant - even tiny details which 
don’t seem relevant now might become 
useful later on in the investigation.” 

Descriptions of the robbers are limited, 
but they are believed to be aged 
between 15 and 20, dressed in dark 
clothing with two wearing hooded tops 
that were tied tight around their faces 
while the others wore balaclavas.

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Uncertain future for card shop staff 


ALMOST 40 staff at three stores 
are at risk of losing their jobs as 
Clinton Cards has gone into 
administration. 

The 17 workers at the card shop 
in The Mall Luton, and the nine at 
the branch in The Quadrant, 
Dunstable, as well as 11 people 
who work at the company’s 
Birthdays subsidiary in The Mall, 
will continue to trade at present 
but some stores in the country will 


need to close. The company, which 
was founded in 1968, went into 
administration on Wednesday due 
to ‘challenging trading conditions’. 

Peter Saville, joint administrator 
and partner at Zolfo Cooper, said: 
“Despite evaluating ways to 
restructure its business, Clintons 
was unfortunately unable to 
secure adequate support or fund¬ 
ing for its restructuring plans. 

“The challenging business envi¬ 


ronment, and in particular the 
increased competition for greet¬ 
ings cards and related products, 
meant that the Group required 
radical restructuring and admin¬ 
istration was the last remaining 
option available.” 

Any potential closures of 
Clintons and Birthdays in The 
Mall would follow that of Game in 
the shopping centre in recent 
weeks. 


Taxpayers foot £ 182 k 
cost of encampments

TRAVELLER encampments have 
cost Luton Borough Council 
£182,000 in just in two years. 

Figures obtained from the 
authority show that in 2009/10, 
£112,457 was spent on the evic¬ 
tion of travellers, while in 
2010/11, that figure was £69,745. 

These costs include the clean¬ 
up operation, bailiffs, solicitors’ 
time and preventative actions. 

As yet there are no figures avail¬ 
able for the cost of the numerous 
encampments that have hap¬ 
pened this year, including those 
in Stockwood Park. 

Just last week, Luton on Sunday 
reported that the installation of a 
bollard aimed at preventing trav¬ 
ellers gaining access to 
Stockwood Park had been 
delayed, as there were caravans 
residing on the site. 

In comparison, Central 
Bedfordshire Council has paid 
out just £468 to third parties for 
work involved in clearing 
encampments by travellers on 
Suffolk Road and Southdown 
Road in Dunstable. A spokesman 
for Central Bedfordshire Council 


said: “These figures relate to 
Central Beds-owned land with 
which Property and Assets has 
had some involvement. 

“Currently this does include 
highways and housing land but 
the latter has only been in our 
remit since August 2011, so we 
have no details for any encamp¬ 
ments on housing land prior to 
then. 

“These figures do not include any 
reference to work that Planning 
Enforcement may have undertak¬ 
en, whether on Central Beds- 
owned or privately owned land.” 

A spokesman from Luton 


Borough Council said: “There are 
strict legal requirements that 
local authorities must follow in 
order to evict travellers from pub¬ 
lic land, and it is inevitable we will 
incur substantial costs to do this.” 

Robert Oxley, Campaign 
Manager of the Taxpayers 
Alliance said: “There is bound to 
be a cost when it comes to enforc¬ 
ing the law, but delays and blun¬ 
ders often add to that. 

“Many residents find it disap¬ 
pointing that evictions can take 
so long. 

“Taxpayers are so often the real 
losers in this kind of case.”

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Workers on strike 
over pension age

PUBLIC sector workers includ¬ 
ing lecturers, off-duty police 
officers and border agency staff 
took part in a 24-hour UK-wide 
strike on Thursday, in a dispute 
with the Government over 
changes to pensions. 

Lecturers from Dunstable 
College were among those out on 
the picket line. 

University and College Union 
representative Julie Weekes, who 
teaches Trade Union studies at 
the college, said: “We are on 
strike to protest about the attack 
on our pensions. 

“We’re being asked to pay more 
into our pensions, but work 
longer for less pay. 

“Correct me if I’m wrong but I 
don’t remember lecturers ever 
being responsible for banks clos¬ 
ing and the financial crisis, so 
why are we being punished?” 

Border force staff at Luton 
Airport also went on a 24 hours 
strike, with the ISU - the union for 
borders, immigration and cus¬ 
toms - saying their jobs are too 
physically demanding for staff to 
work past 65. 

The ISU National chairman 
Andy Friend stated: “How can 
staff be expected to pursue, arrest 
and detain a criminal at the bor¬ 


der in their late 60s? I urge the 
Cabinet Office to come back to 
the negotiating table and reach 
agreement on a retirement age of 
65 for our members.” 

More than 200 off-duty police 
officers - who by law are not 
allowed to strike - from 
Bedfordshire travelled to London 
to join The Police Federation 
march to highlight concerns 
about the consequences of 20 
percent cuts for public safety. 

Speaking after the march, Sgt 
Crawford Gillan, chairman of 
Bedfordshire Police Federation, 
said: “We are very pleased about 
how many officers turned up. 

“This march isn’t just about 
changes to pensions. In the past 
year alone, we have lost more 
than 60 police officers from the 


frontline and we are witnessing 
chief officers struggling to cope 
with budget cuts. 

“The Government and the pub¬ 
lic need to be realistic about the 
outcome of severe cuts to polic¬ 
ing; we cannot afford to compro¬ 
mise on public safety.” 

Francis Maude, Minister for the 
Cabinet Office, holds responsibil¬ 
ity for the industrial relations 
strategy in the public sector. 

He said: “The dedicated majori¬ 
ty of public sector workers are 
back to working normally. 

“It is very disappointing that a 
handful of unions insist on carry¬ 
ing on with futile strike action 
which will benefit no one. Pension 
talks will not be reopened and 
nothing further will be achieved 
through strike action.”

Store takings hit 
in day of marches

A NUMBER of town 
centre businesses have 
revealed they lost money 
by opening during last 
Saturday’s EDL and We 
Are Luton marches - 
despite assurances it 
would be a ‘normal shop¬ 
ping day.’ 

The town centre was 
kept protest-free after it 
was revealed that trade 
was lost to the tune of £lm 
when the EDL held a simi¬ 
lar protest in February last 
year. 

A manager at Store 
Twenty One, which was 
boarded up on Saturday, 
branded trade during the 
day ‘horrendous’. 

She said: “There were 
two of us working and we 
only took £279. 

“On a normal Saturday 
we would take between 
£980 and £1,200, so we 
made huge losses. 

“If I’m honest, it wasn’t 
worth us opening.” 

A worker at VS Food and 
Wine, on Manchester 
Street, agreed and said: 
“We lost a lot of money. 

“We opened an hour 


later and had more staff 
working because we 
feared trouble, but it was 
very quiet. 

“The only customers we 
had were police officers.” 

Some businesses, 
including Prime News on 
George Street, didn’t open, 
believing it wouldn’t be 
worth it financially. 

A spokeswoman from 
The Mall said: “We have 
compared footfall to the 
same Bank Holiday week¬ 
end last year, and we were 
47 per cent down on 
Saturday when the march¬ 
es were ongoing. 

“However, we were 21 
per cent up on the Sunday 
and 12 per cent up on the 
Monday. This means we 
were about 16 per cent 
down for the whole week¬ 
end. We held family activi¬ 
ties aimed at children on 


Sunday and Monday, 
which included decorat¬ 
ing cupcakes, making 
crowns for the jubilee and 
dance workshops, which 
all helped to draw people 
in.” 

Cllr Hazel Simmons, 
Leader of Luton Borough 
Council, said: “The decision 
to keep St George’s Square 
free for residents to use 
proved to be exactly right. 

“Initial reports from busi¬ 
nesses are that it was worth 
staying open on Saturday 
although of course trade 
was not as brisk as it would 
normally be. 

“We will continue to 
work with businesses over 
the coming days and 
weeks to understand the 
precise economic impact 
of Saturday’s demonstra¬ 
tions as part of a full 
impact assessment.”

Need to stop water waste 

SIR - AO Currant’s letter (LoS April 
15) about the current drought rais¬ 
es important questions. 

We had very little winter rain. 
Spring and summer rain is less use¬ 
ful as it does not penetrate to the 
aquifer. 

However there need be no water 
shortage at all in this country, even 
in dry years. 

Part of the problem is loss 
through leakage (30 per cent in 
Thames Water area as opposed to 
around ten per cent in Germany 
and France) and failure to invest in 
infrastructure and water storage 
facilities. 

Privatised water companies have 
less incentive to invest in upgrad¬ 
ing the system as their principal 
duty is to shareholders. 

The French Veolia water company 
has sold off local water company 
assets. 

To save shareholders money 
routine rat baiting in sewers was 
cancelled with action only taken on 
reported rat infestations. 

Water could be piped from the 
wetter north and west of our island 
but that would require some gov¬ 
ernment intervention as the neces¬ 
sary works would cover several 
water company areas. 

Scotland voted sensibly not to 
privatise its water system. 

The World Bank, which works 
with the UN under its ‘sustainable 
development’ programme wants 
everyone to be limited to 40 litres 
of water per day (five garden 
watering cans) and water prices 
will be raised until their object is 
achieved. 

In other words there is little 
incentive to improve infrastructure 
or reduce leakage. 

Agenda 21 from the 1992 United 
Nations Conference on 
Environment and Development 
(Earth Summit II) is using the guid¬ 
ing principle of ‘Demand 
Management’ to control the use 


and distribution of water by 
1/Price; 2/Volume Restriction; 

3/(Invasive) Regulations. 

The population of the dry South 
East has rocketed adding to the 
problem. 

Britain’s EU membership means 
we have greatly restricted ability to 
control our borders. 

Sewage and traffic flow was a 
more accurate way of checking 
Slough’s population than census. 

What is the real population of 
London and the South East?

Why the message from our 
leaders isn’t getting across 


Y OU know a Government 
is in trouble when you 
hear that the problem is 
they are just not getting their 
message across. 

Or that these are difficult 
times especially after inheriting 
the mess the last lot left. 
Especially when these com¬ 
plaints are two years down the 
line. Everyone knew this 
Government would have to 
make difficult decisions but 
there are two faces to those 
decisions people do not like. 

The first is they seem to be 
hitting poor people much more 
than the rich. We are obviously 
not in it altogether. 

The second is that much of 
the decision making process is 
being bungled. People will for¬ 
give most things in their 
Government but not confusion 
and incompetence. This we 
have been seeing in spades. 

At least the Thatcher 
Government was competent. 

As someone once said: ‘history 
always repeats itself, the first 
time as tragedy, the second 
time as farce’. All they need is a 
bit of corruption and the coali¬ 
tion will be dead in the water. 
Not that this should prove 
much of a boost to either 
Labour or we the electors. 

Because the other message 
coming out loud and clear to 
MPs and the major parties is 


that we don’t really like any of 
you and don’t think any of you 
really care about us. 

The Westminster club is 
becoming more and more 
remote from the people it is 
supposed to represent. 

This is partly because the 
MPs themselves are being 
drawn from a narrower and 
narrower base. More and more 
have gone from privileged 
background to university, to 
political researcher to ME 

They simply have no idea 
how the rest of us live and 
work. 

Once a dockworker argued 
passionately with an industrial¬ 
ist. 

Now posh boys from 
Oxbridge debate and poke fun 
at each other, before disap¬ 
pearing to one of the sub¬ 
sidised bars to share a bottle of 
Chablis. 

The institution that is the 
Houses of Parliament, which 
was once thought to be quaint 
and quintessentially English, 
also works against democracy 
as it is difficult to see MPs live in 
action, difficult to visit them 


and difficult to get our concerns 
into their club. 

Promises are made at election 
time which are subsequently 
completely ignored. There is 
even an arrogance that ques¬ 
tions our right to expect them 
to keep their word. 

Referendums, which were 
promised by all parties, are a 
dirty word. 

This in an age where technol¬ 
ogy allows instant access and 
answers to the rest of the plan¬ 
et, outside the Westminster 
bubble. 

Local government is not 
much better. Again councils 
were once made up of people 
who worked in the community 
and gave some of their spare 
time to be councillors. These 
days they are mainly profes¬ 
sional politicians from the 
main parties, who relate more 
to each other than the council 
tax-payers they supposedly 
represent, and care more for 
their large salaries than for us. 

The big problem facing the 
politics of this country is disil¬ 
lusion with the system and the 
politicians. 

And if they fail to sort it, by 
first understanding that truth, 
they will reap the whirlwind of 
that disaffection.

Shotgun is fired at

POLICE believe a shotgun was 
fired at a home ‘at close range’ 
causing damage to a window. 

A resident inside the house in 
Mansfield Road, Luton, was 
awoken by a loud noise at 2.30am 
on Wednesday and saw a new 
style Astra speed off.

Rain keens fallina - but 


DESPITE the rain there’s still a hosepipe ban in 
place. LAUREN ARCHELL speaks to the man in 
charge of dealing with the drought at leading 
water company Veolia Water, which provides 
water services to Luton and Dunstable. 


JUST last week the Environment 
Agency put parts of Bedfordshire 
on flood alert. 

So wet was the last month it 
was officially the soggiest April 
for more than 100 years. 

It’s statistics like these which 
make it more remarkable that the 
south east of Britain is in the 
middle of a drought. 

Indeed, such is the scale of the 
problem that, last month, Luton 
Borough Council switched off the 
£300,000 water feature in St 
George’s Square to comply with 
restrictions concerning the use of 
water. 

Mike Pocock, Water Resources 
Manager of Veolia Water, (pic¬ 
tured) may be forgiven for pray¬ 
ing for rain, but says that the 18 
months prior to the heavy rain¬ 
falls shouldn’t be forgotten. 

He said: “The recent wet weath¬ 
er have been a blessing for gar¬ 
deners, farmers, rivers and sports 
pitches in drought hit regions 
such as Luton, but unfortunately 
this has done little to replenish 
groundwater supplies. 

“We are experiencing the worst 
drought since 1976, as rainfall 
has been very low over the last 
two winters, meaning that the 
amount of water available now is 
still well below normal for this 
time of year. 

“The cumulative rainfall over 
last winter’s recharge period was 
the least seen for 120 years in our 
area. 

“In the last week we have seen a 
very small rise in groundwater 
from the recent exceptionally wet 
conditions, but we will need pro¬ 



longed and substantial rainfall 
over next autumn and winter to 
recharge our aquifers and to 
move us out of a drought situation. 

“At this time of year, most rain¬ 


fall is absorbed by trees and 
plants for growth, or is lost to 
evaporation. 

“The soil above the under¬ 
ground chalk aquifers, from 
which Veolia Water takes most of 
its water, has also become so dry 
that rain will either run off the 
surface into rivers, or be 
absorbed by the soil and not per¬ 
meate downwards. 

“This means curiously that we 
can have drought and flood con¬ 
ditions at the same time.” 

Luton has been directly affected 
by the hosepipe ban, with the 
popular water feature in St 
George’s Square having to be 
turned off to fall in line with the 
restrictions. 

Changes such as this have 
sparked much public debate fol¬ 
lowing the recent rainfall, but Mr 
Pocock is keen to stress the seri¬ 
ous nature of the ban. 

He said: “The Environment 
Agency warned of potentially 
serious consequences later this 
year, including widespread envi¬ 
ronmental damage and further 
restrictions on water usage 
unless action is taken to reduce 
demand and conserve supplies. 

“We have taken this decision to 
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we’ve still aot a drouah 



protect supplies for 2013, after 
careful consideration of our cur¬ 
rent and future water resources 
and the long term weather 
prospects, but with much regret 
for the inconvenience it may 


cause for our customers. Mr 
Pocock added that as yet no 
action has been taken against 
customers for flouting the ban. 

He said: “Our experience dur¬ 
ing the last drought is that most 


customers who were reported to 
us for using a hosepipe, were 
either covered by an exemption, 
or were not fully aware of the 
rules of the ban. 

“When we announced the 
restrictions on hosepipe use on 
March 12, we went through a 
two-week consultation period 
where all customers were invited 
to make representations on the 
uses we were restricting. 

“We have listened to our cus¬ 
tomers’ feedback and have tried 
to strike a balance to enable us to 
save water and alleviate the 
drought situation, while at the 
same time minimise the incon¬ 
venience to customers.” 

Knowing that recent weather 
conditions may dilute pleas from 
water firms, Veolia Water is 
releasing further advice to users. 

Mr Pocock said: “As a provider 
of an essential resource, we have 
to conserve supplies and make 
sure there is enough water for 
future demands. 

“On average, each person uses 
169 litres of top quality drinking 
water per day - but they only 
drink two litres of it. 

“That means 167 litres of water 
is used for other purposes such as 
baths, showers, flushing the toilet, 
washing machines or 
dishwashers. 

“If each person reduced their 
water consumption by five litres 
per day, this would have a huge 
impact on the amount of water 
available and most people can do 
this with just a minor change in 
lifestyle, such as turning the tap 
off when cleaning their teeth.”

A SHOP owner has criticised the 
police for not responding quick¬ 
ly enough to a 999 call following 
a robbery during which his 
cousin and uncle were attacked.

SIXTY drivers were either fined or 
warned in one month for using 
illegal number plates that were diffi¬ 
cult to read. 

In the Operation Dragon campaign 
throughout March, formal penalties 
were dished out to Bedfordshire 
motorists for ‘using a misrepresented 
number plate’ on their vehicle. 

Number plates that are difficult to 
read correctly are illegal and make it 
difficult to identify vehicles that are 
involved in crime, for example, trac¬ 
ing a stolen car or a vehicle used in a 
getaway after a robbery. 

Officers from the Automatic 
Number Plate Recognition (ANPR), 
which uses a system which can read a 
number plate every second and com¬ 
pare it against several national data¬ 
bases, looked out for: 

■ adjusted fixings or bolts which 
change spaces or obscure characters 
to appear as something else 

■ any font that is not standard DVLA 
approved 

■ offensive wording 

■ plates not easily readable or 
recognised by the naked eye 

The operation involved the neigh¬ 
bouring police forces of Hertfordshire 
and Cambridgeshire. 

Inspector Andy Piper, Bedfordshire 
ANPR manager, said: “The month¬ 
long crackdown across the three 
counties, when we specifically target¬ 


ed this particular offence, will be 
repeated in the summer but is some¬ 
thing we look out for on a daily basis. 

“I would therefore urge anyone 
using a misrepresented plate, or who 
is not aware of the permitted layout, 
to familiarise themselves with the 
correct format and change it as soon 
as possible.”

Stay for a night - at the zoo... 



REVIEW 

WHIPSNADE ZOO: LOOKOUT LODGE 

WALKING through the Cheetah enclosure in the dead of 
night we spot the outline of the speedy feline on our right - 
panic spreads - it looks like it is ready to pounce. 

On closer inspection with our handy torches we realise it is 
just a statue. The real ones are safely behind two inches of 
glass, two dozing in their heated den with their brother sit¬ 
ting on its haunches watching a group of people armed with 
lights gaze inquisitively at the pack. 

This is not some kind of exotic African safari, but an exclu¬ 
sive night tour of ZSLWhipsnade Zoo. There are just 16 
guests and three zoo staff guiding us round. It is just us and 
the animals - each wondering what the others are up to. 

Until recently the various species thought they had the zoo 
to themselves at night, able to howl, roar and chirp away at 
their pleasure. They really come alive at night. 

The zoo, famous for its rolling landscapes and spectacular 
views, has been offering these overnight breaks since the 
beginning of the month and has already had massive 
interest. 

There are eight small, but very cosy, wooden lodges nestled 
opposite the White Rhino paddock. 

We started the evening with an hour-and-a-half tour, stop¬ 
ping off to feed the Bongos (striped Antelopes) and watch the 
Lions climb trees and chase each other round playfully. 
Wallabies hop past, many carrying Joeys in their pouches. 

We wind up in the restaurant opposite the Tiger enclosure 
feasting on a luxurious barbecue before heading back to our 
warm lodges on the torchlit tour, passing the Flamingos, 
Cheetahs, Wolves and Lions. 

An after-hours excursion to the toilet, which is just a few 
metres away from the lodges, is an adventure in itself. The 
only sounds apart from my shuffling feet is the far-away 
growl of an unknown animal - or was it? The night plays tricks 
on the noises. But it only adds to the enjoyment of the night. 

First thing in the morning, waking to the sound of rain pat¬ 
tering the roof (unfortunately you are still victim to the typi¬ 
cal British weather) we are whisked up to the restaurant to 
enjoy a full English breakfast before being taken to see the 
zoo wake up, still the only visitors in the park.

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Gray gets England call as coach reveals 60 minute scouting raid 


AN hour was all it took to be convinced 
that Andre Gray was a player worth 
pursuing, Alan Neilson has said after 
the striker capped an electric start to 
life as Luton player with his first 
England call-up. 

The Hatters assistant manager was 
sent to scout the former Shrewsbury 
hitman while he was playing for 
Hinckley United and his performance 
that day persuaded the club to splash 
out £30,000 to bring him to 
Kenilworth Road. 

Since his switch from part time 
player to full time professional in 
March, the 20-year-old has bagged six 
goals in 11 appearances. 

Neilson said:‘Andre Gray has been 


absolutely superb. I watched him play 
at Hinckley against Crawley. Me and 
James Quinn, the scout, left after 60 
minutes and rang Gary Brabin, who 
was the manager at the time, and said 
he was a good player. 

“He’s proved that. He’s strong, not 
scared to get stuck in and since he’s 
been here, he's been excellent. 

“He’s got to keep on doing those 
same things and he’s got that England 
recognition.” 

Paul Fairclough, the manager of the 
non-league Three Lions, named the 
Wolverhampton-born forward as one 
of eight new caps for the International 
Challenge Trophy Group A clash with 
Russia, to be played in the Khimky 


Arena - the home of the legendary 
Moscow Dynamo FC, on Tuesday June 
5. 

Gray notched a goal in each of his 
first four matches to set a new Luton 
record. The first three came at a time 
when Luton couldn’t buy a win, leading 
to the sacking of Gary Brabin. 

The next match - a 4-2 win over 
Hayes & Yeading - was the first with 
new manager Paul Buckle in charge 
and since then the striker’s form has 
helped Town back into the Blue Square 
Bet Premier play-off places. After 
beating Wrexham 3-2 on aggregate in 
the semi-final, his next match will be at 
Wembley. 

“We’ve played so many games and 


had a change in manager that I haven’t 
had time to sit down and reflect on 
what’s happened,” he said, adding: “I 
take things in my stride though and will 
continue to work hard. We’re playing 
much more like a team now and with 
the results improving so is the 
confidence and that’s vital going into 
the play-offs. 

“It’s crazy to think that a few months 
ago I was fighting to help Hinckley stay 
up and now I’m fighting to try and get 
Luton up. It’s a big difference but one 
that I’m relishing. If I’m being honest I 
didn’t really expect to score goals - it’s 
a big step up. Every time I score it’s a 
massive bonus and I hope I can keep it 
up to get this club promoted.”

He was another youngster that Buckle 
recalled from a loan spell and Neilson thinks 
that he and O’Donnell have thrived under 
the new regime. 

Neilslon said:“Straight away he [Buckle] 
called JJ back from Thurrock and Alex from 
Eastbourne. They were doing really well at 
their clubs but he wanted them to come in, 
sample the atmosphere, the training that 
we are doing. 

“Speaking to the manager, the young lads 
will have a good future at the club. As long 
as they keep working hard and listen to the 
coaches, they will progress. 

“If they are doing well enough, they will be 
given a chance.” 

After extending his stay at Luton, 

O’Donnell said: “It’s great that the manager 
has shown faith in me. I’ve learned a lot this 
season and I hope to use that knowledge 
next season. Fingers crossed I will be a 
Football League player.”

FORMER Hatter Peter Holmes 
thinks Luton could emulate the 
side he played in and rise through 
the Football Leagues - if they can 
win promotion via the Blue 
Square Bet Premier play-offs next 
weekend. 

Town face old rivals York in a 
Wembley showdown on Sunday 
with a return to League Two the 
prize for the victors. 

The 31-year-old midfielder, now 
captain at Dunstable Town, was 
back Kenilworth Road on Tuesday 
and scored a 35-yard stunner as 
Luton edged their county neigh¬ 
bours 5-4 in extra time to win the 
Bedfordshire Senior Challenge Cup 
for the first time in 106 years. 

He said: “It was one of those that 
as soon as you hit it, you know it’s 
going in. 

“It’s probably the last time I’m 


going to play at Kenilworth Road in 
my career so it’s nice to score a goal 
like that.” 

Holmes was a Hatter for seven 
years, signing in 2000 from 
Sheffield Wednesday. He made over 
100 appearance and helped Luton 
out of the fourth division at the first 
attempt, after relegation the previ¬ 
ous season, before they won the 
League One title in 2005 to reach 
the Championship. 

“When we went through the 
leagues it was about momentum,” 
said Holmes, adding: “You get a 
winning formula. 

“If they win at Wembley and take 
it into League Two, you’ll never 
know where that will lead them.” 

He added: “They’ve no divine 
right to be in League Two and I 
don’t know [manager] Paul Buckle 
personally but I’ve heard really 
good things about him. 

“He’s come in and got the lads 
going and playing good football. 


“After mid-season when their 
campaign was a bit of a write-off I 
think they’ve got a great chance of 
getting up. Once they get into 
League Two then hopefully they’ll 
push on from there. 

“It shows that you can’t take the 
Conference Premier lightly because 
there are a lot of good teams in 
there and people spend a lot of 
money just look at Fleetwood. 

“There are a lot of teams that 
could probably compete in League 
Two, financially and ability-wise. 

“Playing for Luton probably adds 
a little more pressure than any of 
the other teams. 

“I played here [Kenilworth Road] 
twice in two years with Ebbsfleet 
and Hayes & Yeading and as soon as 
you come, you know you’re in for a 
game. 

“Every team raises their game and 
that’s what Luton players have to 
put up with. That’s the stature of 
the club.” 


Holmes skippered the Blues to a 
second place finish in the South 
Midlands League Premier Division, 
narrowly missing out on promotion 
to Royston Town. 

He made the decision to quit pro¬ 
fessional football last summer after 
plying his trade in the Conference, 
but when asked if he would be at 
the Creasey Park club next season, 
he said: “I don’t know, I take every 
year as it comes. 

“I had to make a decision at the 
end of last season when I was with 
Hayes, whether to stay in football 
professionally, but I’ve got a busi¬ 
ness. 

“Don’t get me wrong, I do miss 
playing on Saturday in front of a lot 
of fans but there’s a kick around on 
a Saturday and fair play, Dunstable 
try to do it well. 

“I’m just playing for the love of the 
game really. We pushed them 
[Royston] all the way and it was just 
unfortunate we never went up.”

A LIFETIME of riding motorbikes 
on the road ending up paving the 
way for Scot Adam to take up rac¬ 
ing them. Now the Luton biker is 
embarking on his biggest chal¬ 
lenge so far in his first year in the 
Ducati 848 Challenge. 

The 35-year-old was a latecomer 
to racing, having only taken it up in 
2007, but after four relatively suc¬ 
cessful years on the club scene he 
has stepped up to try his hand in 
one of the country’s top single¬ 
make series. 

It has been a successful start for 
Adam, who currently lies third in 
the championship after the first two 
rounds of the series at Brands 
Hatch. However, it would not have 
been the case had he not been con¬ 
vinced by a friend to start racing in 
the first place. 

“I’ve been riding bikes since I was 
four,” he explains. “I’d done a few 
track days where you can just go 
and pootle around, but it wasn’t 
until a friend suggested starting rac¬ 
ing that I thought about it. 

“I didn’t really watch much bike 
racing when I was younger. It’s not 
until I started riding more powerful 
bikes on the road that I appreciated 
more what they were all about.” 

His first year of racing in the New 
Era Sound of Thunder Novice series 
saw him take second in the champi¬ 
onship, and in both 2010 and 2011 
Adam was third overall in the 
Thundersport GB Supertwins. 

His debut in the 848 Challenge 
over the Easter weekend took place 
in horrendous weather conditions, 
but after making his way up from 
28th to 15th in race one, Adam 
claimed his maiden podium in the 
series in race two, having briefly led. 

Quelch Racing team-mate 
Woolsey Coulter - a three-time 
Northwest 200 250cc category win¬ 
ner - was second in that race, and
